A Cae of the Loatbsomo Disease Exists in 
Sew Mexico. 
The territorial board 
of health 
has recently received a report of a 
caso of leprosy existing in tho 
ter- 
ritory says tho Los Vegas 
Optic. 
The victim is a Mexican 
man 
liv- 
ing a hundred 
miles 
or 
so 
from 
any railroad 
and 
near 
no large 
town. 
Tho case has been 
inspect- 
ed by a clevar physician 
who has 
seen the disease in other 
countries 
and is suro of his diagnosis. 
Undor tho present statues 
there 
seems to be no way in 
which the 
case 
can 
bo 
properly 
isolated. 
That the caso appears to bo a 
gen- 
uine leprosy would readily 
be 
un- 
derstood by physicians when it is 
stated that the man's 
fingers 
and 
toes havo dropped 
off, that swell- 
ings characteristic 
of the disease 
havo 
occsured 
and 
that 
various 
spots of his skin arc anaesthetic, 
that is. without feeling. 
It is not known whether leprosy 
has been scon beforo in New 
Mex-
